The 
subject is ono in which educators are especially 
interested because it is in childhood that the 
question'of left-liandednc.ss has to be settled for 
the C per ccjit.

[ in~ itself a large prooprtion, but it means more 


than 6,000,000-Ictt-lianded person* in the Unlte'd 
States.

tested, nnd studied in efforts to prove theories. As 
a result it has been hotly scaled that it is very 
nearly a crime to make tho normal left-hander an 
abnormal lictwlxt-and-between. And it lias been 
just os positively urge* that the development of 
both hands is a blessing which is reserved main- 
ly/or left-handed children, that a degree of am- 
bidexterity gives them a real advantage over 
strictly ' onc-.sl'decl individuals.

length of the ulna', tho inner bone of |the fore- 
arm, determines, the tendency In each individual. 
Ho believes that 'the arm having the longer bone 
Is the major arm and the one that'shouid be de- 
veloped. 
Professor Jones measured 10,000 chil- 


dren to prove his theory. 
Another psychologist, 


however, tried the Jones test on a number ot 
chlldren-and reported that the arm measurement 
did not always coincide with the chlld'8 real ten- 
dency to right or Ictt-handedncBs.

tho left-handed child continues to be a bone of 
contention.

never been a .victim oC the shift-over ambition ot 
soive parpilt or teacher." 


Dr. .Tones holds that the so-called ambidexter 


is nn individual with two minor arrhn: 
"He. Is 


artificial rather than natural since he has failed 
to develop the potentially major arm. 
While he 


may have two reasonably good arms he does n'ot 
have the extreme skill in one arm which he 
might have had; and he is crippled in the field 
of skilled labor." 


There the matter remains. 
Further experi- 


mental work will be necessary before the mys- 
tery' is cleared up. 
Meanwhile' electors and oth- 


ers who have studied the subject agree on one 
point—left-handedness is a serious problem of 
vital importance .to 0,000,000 people in this coun- 
try.
